A pair of friends 
suffering from heart 
disease dreamed up the idea of 
crocheting and knitting red scarves for 
other women hospitalized for cardiac 
care — and now their random act of 
kindness has become a nationwide 
movement 

The HeartScarves program has 
placed its signature handmade red 
scarves around the necks of thousands 
of women suffering from heart ailments 
while spreading a message of awareness 
and prevention. Last year, the grassroots 
effort was formally picked up by the 
national organization WomenHeart, 
which partnered with Red Heart yarn to 
make kits so everyone can pick up their 
hooks and needles to join in. 

Our first hope has been that we 
would find a way to personally give a 
symbol of caring and connection to 
women in the hospital, so they wouldn't 
feel alone," said Marilyn Deak, 70, a 
founder of HeartScarves. 

Deak, who has suffered from coronary 
artery disease since 2000, and her friend 
Susan Arnegger came up with the idea 
for HeartScarves while they were at a 
cardiac rehabilitation center in southern 
California in 2005. The pair were both 
representatives for WomenHeart and 
were about to go to the Mayo Clinic 
for training on howto raise awareness 
about heart disease. 

Arnegger, who suffered a heart attack 
in 2004, was just learning to knit, so

she and Deak — a knitter and crocheter 
since childhood — ^thoughtthey could 
use their hobby to create red scarves to 
wear to the Mayo Clinic to show other 
heart patients how much they cared. 
Soon Deak, Arnegger, and their friends 
were whipping up scarves for women 
hospitalized with heart problems. 

Both women describe being 
diagnosed with heart disease as not only 
a terrifying experience, but also a lonely 
and isolating one. They wanted women 
to receive their scarves and know 
someone cared and understood. 

Deak says the scarf she wears is a 
true comfort, especially during stressful 
moments. "You know how a kid holds 
a teddy bear? It's like that, a security 
blanket, she recalled. "When things are 
handmade, especially handmade for a 
specific purpose, there's a special love 
that goes into them." 

Other heart patients, senior centers, 
guilds, and needlework groups around 
the country have lovingly embraced 
the program, stitching up red scarves 
that are delivered to women's bedsides. 
The program also helps stitchers learn 
about the dangers of heart disease, the 
number one killer of women. 

But for those who lost someone to a 



heart ailment, the scarves take on 
more meaning. 

Judy Maddox of California lost h 
sister, Dixie, to a stroke in October, 
2009. Maddox wanted to find a wa 
honor her sister, who suffered from 
disease after having rheumatic feve 
a child. Since Dixie, a crocheter hens 
didn't make it to her sixty-ninth birtf 
Maddox decided to crochet sixty-ni 
red scarves in her honor. She compi 
the last one in April. "I wanted to he 
her in the best way possible. Every s 
I made, I thought of what Dixie wou 
like and how she would have loved 1 
pattern," Maddox said. 

Arnegger recalled the emotions s 
felt recently while giving a scarf to a 
heart bypass patient. "I put it aroun< 
neck and said, 'This is for you to kne 
how much we love and support you 
she said. "From our heart to yours."

Our pro helps take the pain out of long foundation chains.

a When I need to make a long 
foundation chain, such as for 
an afghan, I find it hard to 
keep track of so many chains. I always 
seem to end up a couple stitches too 
short or too long. Help! 

Long foundation chains 
can be so frustrating — 
setting up the first row 
of a crochet pattern is often the 
hardest part of the project. For- 
tunately there are a few different 
tricks you can use to help manage 
a long foundation chain. 

One of the easiest methods is to 
simply insert a stitch marker every so 
many stitches (say 10 or 25) as you 
chain. These are much easier to count 



than individual chains, (fig. a) 

Another tip I love is an easy and 
foolproof method for ensuring that 
you won't run out of chain stitches: 
crochet a few more chains than the 
pattern recommends. I do this even 
when I am sure I have counted the 
correct number of chains, because 
the extra stitches come in handy if i 
accidentally skip a stitch, or if there's 
a minor math error in the pattern that 
would otherwise leave me short, (fig. 
b) If you complete the first row and 
don't need the extra chains, just un- 
ravel them! Use your fingers to loosen 
the slipknot and pick out the stitches 
until you reach the last stitch of your 
first row. Pul! the tail taut and you're 
good to go. 






If you get near the end of a long foundation chain and find that you have too few stitches, you don't have to rip out 
your work! Here's a fix. 

1 . Stop working into the too-short chain a few chains from the end. (fig. c) 

2. Remove your hook from the working loop and insert it through the last chain stitch on your foundation chain. Yarn 
over and draw a new loop of yarn (separate from your working yarn, but in the same color) through the chain. Make 
desired number of extra chain stitches and fasten off. (fig. d) 

3. insert your hook back into the working loop and complete the first row, working into the new chain. It may look a 
little imperfect at first, but once you weave in the ends, the fix will be barely noticeable, (fig. e)

onnetimes the chaos of 
the world can make us 
feel helpless. So what 
can you do besides 
worry? You can crochet for a cause. 

Knowing how to make things by 
hand is such a powerful tool. Armed 
with your crochet skills, you can stitch 
helmet liners for the troops, caps for 
premies, prayer shawls for hospice 
patients, and mittens for kids without. 
You can make blankets for the home- 
less, amigurumi toys for children at 
the local cancer center, and scarves 
for kids in foster care. 

By simply picking up your hook, 
you can bring a little warmth into the 
lives of strangers and help yourself 
feel good, too. Not sure where to 
begin? Here's how to get started. 



X Find Your Cause X 

There are countless charities around 
the globe that would love to have 





your crocheted goods. But you might 
want to start by researching your local 
charity options. Start by visit- 
ing your local yarn shop 
to find out if there 
are any area charity 
efforts underway or 
established charity 
crochet groups that meet at the store. 

If you have an interest in crochet- 
ing for the troops stationed over- 
seas or veterans in your community, 
contact the nearest military base or 
veterans' hospital to see what items 
are needed. You can also contact 
churches, homeless shelters, hospi- 
tals, and state foster care offices to 
see what types of handmade help 
these organizations need. 



X What to MakeX 

Blankets and baby caps are popular 
and highly sought after by charity 
organizations, and therefore they are 



great projects to start with. Most hos- 
pitals will accept newborn-size hats 
to keep babies warm immediately 
following delivery, and homeless and 
domestic violence shelters are always 
looking for blankets to give away. 

Call your charity or check their web- 
site to see if they are in need of any 
particular items, and ask if they offer 
free patterns or guidelines for dona- 
tions to make sure the item you're 
making is something they need.

use washable fibers like cotton and 
acrylic blends. Try to avoid scratchy 
wools or specialty yarns that may be 
irritating to sensitive skin and difficult 
to care for.

X Sourcing Yarn X 

Before loading up on new yarn, shop 
your stash and ask your friends if they 
have any skeins they can donate, if 
you're like most yarn lovers, chances 
are you have enough yarn on hand to 
whip up a few projects, and you know 
people who have gobs of yarn, too. 

To keep your costs low, shop sales 
bins at your local yarn shop and 
ask if there is a 
discount for yarn 
purchased for char- 
ity projects. You can 
also ask to place a 
bin at your work- 
place, church, or 
school to collect 
donations.
